Claims 1, 3 - 1 1, and 13 - 28 are pending in the application. 

Claims 1 1 and 13 - 28 are withdrawn. 

Claims 1 and 3 - 10 are rejected. 

Claims 2 and 12 are canceled. 
This is an appeal from the Examiner's rejection of claims 1,3-5, 8, and 9 under 35 U.S.C. § 
102(b), as allegedly being anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) for 
alleged obviousness with respect to Asano (WO 98/46815), where U.S. Patent No. 6,430,348 is 
cited as a translation document. This is furthermore an appeal from the Examiner's rejection of 
claim 6 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable over Asano (WO 98/46815), as 
applied to claims 1, 3 - 5, 8, and 9 above, and further in view of Hamajima (U.S. Patent 
Application Publication No. 2002/00161 17). This is furthermore an appeal from the Examiner's 
rejection of claim 7 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable over Asano (WO 
98/46815) in view of Hamajima, as applied to claims 6 above, and further in view of Springer 
(U.S. Patent No. 4,419,479). This is furthermore an appeal from the Examiner's rejection of 
claim 10 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable over Asano (WO 98/46815), 
as applied to claims 1, 3 - 5, 8, and 9 above.
